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(i)  After  the  expiry  of  15  days  from  the  issue  of  a 
notification  under  sub-section  (7)  the  Deputy  Commis- 
sioner may,  by  order,  notwithstanding  any  law  to  the  con- 
trary, authorise  the  Committee  to  take  possession  ot  the 
area  specified  therein. 


(4)  The  Deputy  Commissioner  shall  then  proceed  to 
occupy  the  area  or  procure  its  occupation,  as  the  case  may 
be  and  the  provisions  of  the  Land  Acquisition  Act,  1894 
(Act  I of- 1894),  except  sections  4 to  8 inclusive  as  amend- 
ed bv  the  Land  Acquisition  (East  Punjab  Amendment) 
Act,  1948  (East  Pu  jab  Act  XV  of  1948),  shall  be  app- 
licable as  nearly  as  may  be.] 


10.  The  Committee  may  charge  rents  not  exceeding 
the  prescribed  scale  for  the  site  or  sites  it  provides  for 
conservation  of  manure  to  any  person  who  has  made  app- 
lication to  it  under  sub-section  ( 2 ) of  section  4. 


11.  Any  member  of  a Committee  or  x[any  officer 
of  the  Revenue  Department  not  below  the  rank  of  Naib- 
Tehsildar  or  any  officer  of  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture not  below  the  rank  of  Agricultural  Inspector]  sba*1 
be  empowered  to  enter  upon  any  land  or  premises  with- 
in the  jurisdiction  of  such  member  or  officer,  as  the  case 
may  be,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  or  not 
manure  is  being  conserved  in  such  land  or  premises. 


12.  (7)  If  any  person  fails  to  conserve  manure  in 

the  manner  or  to  the  extent  required  under  sub-section 
(7)  of  section  4,  the  Committee  may  by  notice  in  writing 
specifying  a reasonable  period  require  him  to  conserve 
manure  in  the  prescribed  manner  or  to  the  prescribed 
extent . 


(2)  If  any  work  required  to  be  done  under  sub- section 
(7)  is  not  executed  within  the  period  of  the  notice,  the 
Committee  may  itself  cause  such  work  to  be  executed  and 
recover  a sum  not  exceeding  the  cost  thereof  from  the  per- 
son to  whom  notice  was  issued  under  sub-section  (i).

Committee  under  section  12  shall  on  conviction  by  the  Com- 
mittee be  punished  with  fine  which  may  extend  to  twenty- 
five  rupees,  and  if  the  breach  is  a continuing  breach, with  a 
further  fine  which  may  extend  to  four  rupees  for  every 
day  after  the  first  during  which  the  breach  continues.

21.  No  suit,  prosecution  or  other  legal  proceedings 
shall  lie  in  respect  of  anything  in  good  faith  done  or  intend- 
ed to  be  done  under  Act  or  the  rules  made  thereunder. 

22.  The  provisions  of  the  Punjab  Village  Panchayat 
Act,  1939,  specified  in  the  schedule  to  this  Act  shall,  so  far 
as  may  be,  apply  to  the  proceedings  of  Committees, the 
powers  to  be  exercised  by  them  and  the  duties  to  be  per- 
formed by  them  under  this  Act  and  their  suspension  or 
abolition. 

23.  (/)  Government  may  make 1  2rules  for  carrying 
into  effect  the  purposes  of  this  Act. 

(2)  In  particular  and  without  prejudice  to  the  gener- 
ality of  the  foregoing  power  Government  may  make  rules 
regulating — 

{a)  the  size  of  pits  for  the  conservation  of  manure, 
the  processes  to  which  it  is  to  be  subjected  and 
the  extent  to  which  it  is  to  be  conserved  ; 

(b)  the  appointment,  suspension  and  removal  of 
members  of  Committees  ; 

(c)  the  functions  and  powers  and  the  appointment, 

suspension  and  removal  of  Chairmen  of  Com- 
mittees ; 

{d)  the  powers  of  a Committee  to  sue  and  to  acquire, 
hold  or  transfer  property  and  to  enter  into  con- 
tracts :
